HOUSTON, Texas —(#>)—

gulf.

ton, Frccport and other points caused 
residents of beach cottages to move 
to higher land. 


Dam Breaks at Denver 


DENVER — (/P)— Crumpling under 


the pressure a mountain cloudburst 
added to the three square miles of 
water behind its walls, Castlcwood 
dam sent a billion gallon deluge roar- 
ing through Denver Thursday, leav- 
ing two dead and damage estimated 
at $1,000,000 in its 35-mile path of de- 
struction. 


Franktown, a village on a hillside 


four miles below the dam, was the 
first center of population fo be struck. 


c flood, swenlJMJ.ajjc. mij^sjo 
at times on a mile wide front, 


picked up tons of debris as it 


swirled into suburban Denver and 
sent Cherry creek on a rampage 
through the heart of the city. 


Feared Old Dam 


With cracking of the rock-filled ir- 


rigation reservoir dam, 43 years old, 
the loosed flood waters quickly con- 
verted the fertile valley farm lands 
into a mud splattered slough. 


Warned of the flood, Denver police 


and firemen, with sirens going full 
blast, speed through the country club 
residential district warning everyone 
in the lowland area to flee from their 
homes. Emergency ambulance corps 
moved invalids to safety. 


A separate cloudburst, one of four 


rainstorms and five hail storms that 
hit southern Colorado in the last 24 
hours, took the life of Mrs. Claudie 
Hill, 50, when her ranch home in the 
Mathcson region was washed several 
hundred yards off its foundation. Her 
husband and seven children escaped.

Mrs. Bertha Catlyn, 21, a ranch work-. 
er, who was thrown from her horse 
into a flooded creek, and Torn Casey, 
80, of Denver, who drowned in the 
rear of a Denver home. 


Crop losses will be enormous and 


hundreds of head of livestock were 
drowned. Highways and bridges were 
damaged heavily.

ment Celebrating Its 


35th Anniversary 


TONTITOWN, 
Ark.(/P)— 
Thirty- 


five years ago a Catholic priest seeking 
a new location for his little colony 
of Italians whose ranks had been deci- 
mated by yellow fever and were suf- 
fering from financial reverses in south- 
eastern Arkansas, established the town 
of Tontitown. 


On August 13 and 14, the residents 


will celebrate the anniversary of that 
event witli religious ceremonies, mus- 
ical programs and various forms of 
entertainment. 


The Rev. Father Pietro Bandini was 


the founder of the town, located in 
Washington county and surrounded 
by some of the finest grape vineyards 
in the country. 


His little colony in 
southeastern 


Arkansas ran into difficulties and was 
stricken with the yellow fever plague 


it was decided to move into north- 
st Arkansas uplands. He purchased 


1200 acres of Umd for his countrymen 
and founded the town, which has 
now 500 inhabitants. 


It was named for Henry diTonli, 


the first man to explore northwest 
Arkansas. The town was incorporated 
in 1909 with Father Bandini as mayor. 
He died in 1917. 


About 400 acres of grapes are in 


cultivation in this district. Each year 
the late summer and early fall har- 
vest is celebrated by a festival. Last 
year 100 car loads of grapes were ship- 
ped from the district.

CHICAGO — (/I3) — Court action to 


claim about $2,000,000 from two former 
state treasurers of Illinois—alleging 
fraud in previous settlements and in 
di.smLss'ul of suits against them—was 
started Thursday. 


The former treasurers are Lcrming- 


ton Small of Kankakce, also governor 
of Illinois for two terms, and Fred E. 
Sterling of Rockford, the last lieu- 
tenant-governor. Both are Republi- 
cans. 


The cases have been a point of con- 


tention in Illinois polities for more 
than 10 years. 


Attorney General Otto Krrner prom- 


ised to reinstate the suits when ne was 
.'iiiiipaigning for election last full on 
the Democratic ticket. 


The suits charge in effect that dur- 


ing their terms as treasurer, Smull 
and Serling loaned huge sum.s of state 
money to Chicago meat packers. The 
Backers paid 7 per cent interest for the 
uuney, the suits charge, but the state 
>f Innilonis received only 2 per cent. 


Smull and sterling have replied that 
he state received more income from 
merest in their terms than ever bo- 
ore.

kinds of workers getting wage raises 
under the recovery administration, 
Wirt Atmar, Jr., of East Texas wants 
to know if something can't be done 
for the kid who mows grass. 


"This new 'blanket code' includes 


nearly every phase of work," the 16- 
year-old wrote Administrator Hugh S.

Hero of Alaskan Coal Scandal of 25 Years Ago "Let 


Down" by Taft, Remembered by Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—To remedy what the Interior De- 


partment called "an injustice allowed to stand for nearly a 
quarter of a century," President Roosevelt by executive order 
Thursday restored Louis II. Glavis to Civil Service status.

Glavi.s was dismissed by President 
Tafl from the department service' back 
in )I)U8 after he had uncovered irreg- 
ularities in the Alaskan coal lands. 


"His 
investigations 
disclosed," a

said, 


"Ihtat the Morgan-Uuggenheim syn- 
dicate and other corporations were try- 
ing to acquire much uf this valuable 
eoa'l land through 'dUhimy' entrymen, 
in violation of the law." 


Glavis discussed the situation with 


the then secretary Ballinger who, the 
department said, had been a lawyer 
for some of the coal land applicants 
and who took the view that certain 


remedial 
legislation 
had condoned 


previous violation of the law by these 
applicants. 


On 
Glavis1 
insistence 
Ballinger 


agreed to seek an opinion from George 
W. Wiekersham, then attorney general, 
but the next day retracted his agree- 
ment to such a course 
and had an 


opinion drafted in the department. 


"Such 
un opinion was prepared, 


holding that the remedial legislation 
condoned the conspiracies and direct- 
ed Glavis to approve the entries for 
patent and do nothing further touch- 
ing pending coal land filings," the de-

Home Loan Relief 
Told by Anderson 


Relief Organization De- 
scribed—Miss Foster on 


Rotary Program 


Operation of the Home Owners Loan 


Corporation, new federal relief agency 
designed to protect home-owners ac- 
tually faced with foreclosure for mort- 
gage or taxes, was described by Roy 
Anderson at Friday's meeting of Hope 
Rotary club. 


Mr. Anderson is appraiser, and L. 


F. Monroe attorney in charge of titles, 
working under the regional state office 
at Texarkana, in charge of August 
Clark, mayor of that city. Applica- 
tions must be made direct to Mr. 
Clark, not to the local men. 


Mr. Anderson was the 
principal 


speaker on a program arranged by 
Dick Watkins. Miss Eleanor Foster, 
well known singer and dramatic in- 
terpreter, gave a popular song, and a 
reading from the works of Mark 
Twain, both of which were warmly 
received by the Rotarians. 


Frank Stanley, local emergency ag- 


riculturist in charge of the county 
acreage abandonment campaign, and 
Will Gregson, secretary of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas V. M. C. at Fay- 
etteville, also were guests. 


"The federal Home Owners Loan 


Corporation," said Mr. Anderson, is 
administered by the federal Home 
Loan Bank board for the purpose of 
saving homes whose owners are un- 
able to secure money to pay mort- 
gages otherwise, and where the mort- 
gagee is threatening to foreclosure. 


"The corporation has a capital slock 


of 200 million dollars paid in by the 
federal Treasury, and has authorily to 
issue 2 billion dollars of bonds, run- 
ning 18 years and bearing 4 per cent. 


"Interest on the bonds is guaranteed 


by the government; but the principal 
is not guaranteed. 


"Properties where threat of fore- 


closure can be proved arc eligible for 
refinancing in bonds at 80 per cent of 
the 1933 appraisal, the new financing 
running 15 years at 5 per cent. In 
some instances cash loans may be 
made at 40 per cent of the appraised 
value, bearing 6 per cent interest- 
but it is unlikely any cash loans will 
be made for some time. 


"The federal home-relief program 


applies only to mortgages of record 
June 13, 1933. 


"Under the federal act home-owners 


may refinance where they have lost 
their homes by foreclosure or quit- 
claim deed; or they may obtain loans 
for necessary repairs and for taxes. 


"Under all circumstances the holder 


of the mortgage must agree to accept

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Convict Labor to Have Code 


Compete With Workers Outside 


BY RODNEY DUTCHEB 


NBA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON.—Prison labor may 


get minimum wages and maximum 
hours under the NRA blanket code. 


Sure! Why not? 
Leading prison officials have sub- 


mitted a code providing fair compe- 
tition between prison-made goods and 
other goods. 


The chief worry is how to keep pris- 


oners occupied, out of mischief and 
fit for release. Only 82,000 of 150,000 
penitentiary inmates and 450,000 oth- 
ers in jail are working. Legal restric- 
tions and prejudice discourage prison- 
made goods. 


So the penologists propose that each 


prison industry observe 
the 
same 


hours and working conditions as sim- 
ilar industries outside, that a labor 
cost equal to that outside be charged 
against all goods made, that industries 
outside—in return for elimination of 
unfair 
prison 
competition — absorb 


quotas of released prisoners and that 
all marketing restrictions be removed 
from prison products. 


Federal prisoner wages now aver- 


age of $10 to $12 a month. States per- 
mitting prison labor vary the figure. 
If all prisoners were put On a $14 
minimum wage their board and lodg- 
ing would be deducted. Prison in- 
dustries could show profit. Result: 
Better prisoners and a great burden 
off the backs of taxpayers.

French chef thinks of his job, how 
he got his training, what his work is 
like and what sort of private thoughts 
he has, you will find a good deal to 
interest you in "Kitchen Prelude," 
by Pierre Hamp, a well-known chef 
who has here set down the story of 
his life.

"The bonds are

value. Running 18 years, against 15 
years for the refinancing of the prop- 
erty supporting them, they provide 
a margin of three years for possible 
delinquency; in addition they are sup- 
ported by 200 millions of government 
cash. 


"At best only a limited amount of 


relief can be given. The total auth- 
orized issue of bonds is 2 billions, but 
there is in the United States 20 bil- 
lions of indebtedness against homes," 


Milwec's Statement

Then too, it must be remem- 
bered that the bonds are non-taxable 
and the annual interest is guaranteed 
by the government. The interest rate 
is 4 per cent. 


As a final point let us consider the 


present collateral of mortgagee. He 
has a mortgage on a home. If he ac- 
cepts our bonds he will accept a valu- 
able collateral which can be convert- 
ed into cash in an emergency, and 
whjch is also backed by the same se- 
curity which he now has—mortgages 
on homes. So in the final analysis he 
is not weakening his collateral by Ac- 
cepting the bonds, but is securing, 
bonds backed by mortgages.

to provide consumers with informa- 
tion regarding changes in costs ot the 
essentials of life, 


"Conditions are changing so rapidly. 


that month-old figures are of little use 
to consumers, so we plan to report this 
data every week," Howe said. 


Staples First 


"First, we will publish retail prices 


on bread, milk, meat and other every- 
day food necessities. The field staffs 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
Labor will gother these figures from 
50 cities and from over 1,000 stores, 
independents, chains and 
specialty 


food shpps. 


"These figures will 
be 
properly 


weighted and averaged so that con- 
sumers can gtt a picture of 
price 


movements over the country as well 
as of local prices. 


"Second, we propose to check against 


these prices and show the money the 
farmer gets for producing the raw 
materials that go into these foods. 
Farmers have too long been getting a 
small return for their labor in feed- 
ing us. We are trying to Increase their 
pay. 
If we want farmers to buy city- 


made goods at fair prices we must buy 
their farm products at fqir prices. :. 


"Third, we are going to report on 


increases in labor posts as the result 
of the raises in wages and new em- 
ployment. Wages must go up just as 
farmers' earnings must go up. We 
are going to find put how much they 
are rising and just how much that rise 
amounts to in the increased cost of 
food and textiles. 


"Fourth, we will report pn what the 


farmers are having to pay for the 
goods they must buy. This will be 
an index pf all kinds of cornrnodjties. 
It will help us measure improver 
ments in the farmers' buying power. 


"We get nowhere if we hand the 


farmer a few more pennies for his 
wheat, or cotton or corn if he hqs 
to pay them all out again for the bare 
necessities he has been buying,"

day reduced the majority for one of 
the amendments by 805 votes. 


Long, breaking silence in the ballot 


dispute for the first time, charged the 
boxes had been "tampered with by my 
political enemies." 


The recpunt was in recess Thursday 


as District Attorney Stanley, who 
has led the fight for a full investiga- 
tion, left the city for a Brief'vacation. 


He has t|lrady 
charged 15 of the 


election commissioners with making 
false returns. Before his ' departure, 
he 'reiterated his intention of recount- 
ing all pf the more than 300 boxes 
used, in the election.
